EDMONTON—A_ $10,000,000 health 
insurance scheme for Alberta wil! be 
Placed before the Alberta legislature 
as a part of the province's plan for an 
ideal system of state medicine, de- 
clared Hon. George Hoadley, acting 
premier and. minister of health, in 
discussing resolutions on health at the 
United Farmers of Alberta convention 
last Friday. 

The convention adopted resolutiuns 
endorsing state medicine and requir- 
ing health certificates before issuance 
of marriage licenses. In separate ses- 
sion, the United Farm Women of 
Alberta also voted for health certifi- 
cates before marriage and urged the 
Alberta government to establish edu- 
cational clinics where married women 
might be given information on family 
limitation. 

‘A final report on a special com- 
mittee’s investigation of state medi- 
cine would be laid before the legis- 
lature at the coming session, Mr. 
Hoadley declared, and would be the 
most exhaustive report yet made 
the subject anywhere. 

Health insurance would only a 
small part of the scheme, which would 
include hospitalization, supplying of 
drugs and medicines and every phase 
of preventive work as well as care.

“Fresh from the Gardens” 


Mature Age and Efficiency 


An Bastern professor recently informed a gathering of Eastern educa- 
tionists that no person over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
school. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed, Both statements fail 
to convince because they are so palpably overstatements. 


It is true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which are compact of 
youth. Tae war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 


The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process, That 


youth should be insurgent against conditions which they did nothing to bring | 


about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly, salutary in the result 
The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; 
Mussolini recruited his Fascist army from the ranks of youth, Hitler has 
enrolled German youth under the Nazi banner. These are manifestation of 
youth's protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth's fulfifment. 
The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age be- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 
the significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 
plications, But there is no such line. It is possible to cite instances innumer- 


able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and | 


men Who have made their finest contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for tne advancement of science and 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the 
vitality of Einstein's mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 


ices which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he had pass- | 


ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the 
enterprises coupled with his name. The tally of similar examples can be 
carried ad infinitum. 

In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond the assigned 
“deadline’* of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not 
hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age, which suggests the well-known 
saying, “A man is as old as he feels.” 

There must be some reason for a prominent educationist to make so 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found 
in the work of tae Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘The Mod- 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in itself in that it 
differs in its reactions to ideas and environment from the generations pre- 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, that one 
generation's viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day and 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor, The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student’s 
ideas and ideals. 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise, While there may be something in the contention that the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 
furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 
responsibilities. 


After all, no new social structure is created with each new generation. 


They may improve, or remodel,-and the social structure characteristic of 
western civilization is the cumulative result of such improvements. Some- 
thing constant is imparted from generation to generation however, So long 
as this condition exists, the accumulated experience of the past must retain 
its value and, finding expression through the process of education, in school 
or in the home, be passed an to those preparing themselves for the duties 
and responsibilities of full citizenship. 

Youth demands recognition and should be recognized. But an intelligi- 
ble definition of youth, other than that of mere time, is necessary to com- 
plete acceptance of the statement that no person over forty should be en- 
trusted with the task of teaching youth. 

Science gradually is extending the period described by life insurance 
companies as “life expectancy.””

Hitler lives in a small apartment 
in the new annex of the reich chan- 
cellory, completed only two years 
ago. Only his faithful chauffeur, an 
old war comrade, with whom he has 
covered many thousands of miles all 
over Germany, and the latter's wife 
are sharing this apartment. She is, 
at the same time, his housekeeper 
and has even to do the chancellor's 
laundry, 

Frau von Papen, the vice-chancel- 
lor‘s wife, who lives only a few 


j houses away in the Wilhelmstrasse, 


casts an eye from time to time over 
the bachelor-chancellor’s household. 
Sincere personal friendship now links 
Hitler with the aristocratic family of 
his former political rival. 

Hitler is an early riser. Though his 


day often ends late at night, he is| 


always up again at 6 a.m. The tele- 
phones are already ringing when he 
takes breakfast between 6:30 and 
7:00. 

The personal expenses of the chan- 
cellor are very modest. He turns h's 
salary over to a special fund for 
needy families members of Stormers 
killed during the years of street fight- 
ing, or disabled Stormers. The large 
income Hitler may derive from his

What with this national 
savings movement and all that per- 
tains to it, there is very little doubt 
that we need have no fear as to th's 
country being swept away on a wave 
of Bolshevism.” 

Lord Mottistone, chairman of the 
movement, stated that the increase 
in the amount standing to the credit 
of depositors in the post office and 
trustee savings banks and to invest- 
ors in national savings certificates 
| and in government stocks purchased 
throuugh the savings banks during 
the last three years, in spite of the 
financial crisis, wags more than 3% 
times the increase during the pre- 
vious three years. 


| Reach Highest Level 


British Columbia’s Foreign Lumber 
Exports Greatly Increased Last 
Year 
In spite of the general reduction 
in the volume of world trade, lumber 
exports from British Columbia to 
points outside of North America have 
reached the highest level in the his- 
tory of the industry, exceeding the 
previous record established in 1930 by 
110 million feet or 35 per cent., 200 
million feet having gone from this 
province to Great Britain alone.

Experiments Being Carried Out 


By United States Railways 


With Aerodynamic Trains 


The experiments being conducted | 
by United States railways with aero- | 
dynamic types of trains which will | 
flash over the rails between New) 
York and Los Angeles in 50 hours at | 
@n average specd of 85 miles an hour | 
are being carefully watched by Cana-| 
dian railway officials. 

While opinions as to the feasibility | 
of the new trains operating in Can- | 
ada are divided, Canadian motive en-| 
ginecrs are eagerly awaiting the re- 
sults of the experiments although | 
they point out that any development 
in this direction will have to wait for 
better times. | 

From the Canadian viewpoiat a 
serious problem is presented in the' 
all-metal construction of the trains | 
which motive men say will likely; 
prove to be a conductor of the bitter | 
Canadian cold. Frost works its way | 
through steel structures and unless 
backed by heavy insulation the all- 
steel cars would be impractical in 
Canada where stecl, heavy insulation 
and wood are utilized in the making 
of railway coaches. 

Engineers viewing the experiments | 
in a favorable light point out the new 
type of trains will permit lower op- 
erating costs in addition to increased 
speed, comfort and luxury. 

On the other hand some motive! 
men take the view the large increase 
in speed will mean a decrcase in’ 
safety. At present some Canadian | 
trains average between 50 and 55! 
miles an hour but to achieve this! 
speed they have to travel at 80 miles | 
an hour on occasions. The new trains 
to maintain an average of 85 miles 
an hour would have to touch 110) 
miles per hour or more—a heavy | 
burden on the present type of road- 
bed which is expected to be used.

Hedges And Evaporation 


Interesting Results Proved Through 
Observations At Swift Current 

A caragana hedge proved effective 
in checking evaporation, but its in- 
fluence did not extend beyond a dis- 
tance of 75 fect, according to obser- 
vations made at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Swift Current, 
Sask., during the past season. 

Weather factors which cause evap- 
oration of water from the soil also 
stimulates the dissipation of water 
by crops. Checking evaporation of 
water from the soil, therefore, means 
more water for crops and checking 
| excessive evaporation from plants, 
usually termed transportation, will 
accomplish the same objective. Ex- 
periments have shown that 27 per 
cent. more water was used in tae 
protection of each bushel of wheat 
from land where evaporation of 
water was allowed to proceed over 
than from land where evaporation 
was checked. 

Earlier observation showed that a 
Cwragana hedge was effective as a 
windbreak to a distance of 50 feet 
for each foot in height of the hedge. 
Wind is the most potent factor in 
causing evaporation on the prairies, 
but is very fickle in its direction. In 
the Swift Current observations on 
evaporation, the hedge is five and a 
half feet high and lies in a north and 
south direction. At times the influ- 
| ence of the hedge in checking evap- 
oration was unmistakable, but on 
other occasions, according to change 
in wind direction, it proved quite in- 
effective.

One Of Strangest Lakes 
Possible To Walk On Body Of Pitch 
In Trinidad 

Lake La Brea, in Trinidad, is one 
of the strangest lakes in the world. 
In legend there are lakes with no 
beds, sacred lakes into which rivers 
flow without mixing waters, and 
lakes that vanish in a night and re- 
appear as quickly, but Lake La Brea 
is remarkable in that it is possible 
to walk upon it. 

It is a lake of pitch occupying the 
crater of an old volcano, Vast quan- 
tities of bitumen are exported every 
year for use in road-making, yet the 
lake shows no signs of drying up. 
Fresh deposits are continually form- 
ing on the bed of the lake at a depth 
of about 130 feet. 

It is considered to be one of the 
hottest places in the world, yet the 
bitumen forming the lake is suffi- 
ciently hard to allow of driving a 
horse and cart across it. 

The lake has an area of some hun- 
dred acres, and is estimated to con- 


tain more than nine million tons of 
bitumen.

Huge Revenue 

The recently installed “speaking 
clock” of the Paris telephone system 
is proving a huge success, the Minis- 
try of Posts has announced. Every 
day it tells the time to an average of 
eleven thousand inquirers, incidental- 
ly bringing in a revenue of four mil- 
lion francs yearly, half of which goes 
to the State. 

This robot clock can tell the time 
to thirty persons simultaneously. On 
Sundays and holidays the average 
drops to 6,000 an hour. The peak hour 
fs around 8 in the morning, when 
hundreds of workers call for the ex- 
act time, 

The mechanism of this clock 

{highly complicated, though for the 
subscriber it is a simple operation of 
| diating “Odeon 84-00," states the 
‘New York Times Correspondent. 
| Three strips of film, equipped with 
| sound tracks, one each for the hour, 
; minute and second, are used. The 
|strips are wound about a drum, 
| Which is driven by an electric motor 
| controlled by a pendulum clock. A 
light, falling on the paper-wound 
drum, is reflected to a photcelectric 
leell which converts the varying 
| bright and dark lines into electric 
| impulses. The cell is connected with

A scheme for the furtherance of 
world peace hag been advanced by a 
Toronto author, W K. Dyer. The pro- 
posal, still in the early stages, is to 
develop a flag with the word “peace” 
emblazoned in deep blue letters on a 
white oval, representing the universe, 
and placed on a sky blue background. 
The finished product would be known 
ag the “World Peace Flag.” 

It is intended by the author to 
have the word translated into various 
languages and send prints to their re- 
spective countries. Already the word 
jhas been placed on ten different 
prints, English covering the British 
Empire and the United States, Ger- 
man, Russian, Greek, French, Italian, 
Chinese, Hebrew and Esperanto, the 
international language. 

When the proposal has become con- 
| crete, it is intended by the designer to 
{have the peace flag submitted to the 
| League of Nations for official recog 

nition, and it has been stated the 
| Leugtte of Nations society in Canada 
is willing to consider the scheme 
When it is placed in their hands for 
| discussion before submission to Gen- 
eva 

| However Mr, Dyer does not believe 
his scheme has advanced to the stage 
| for such action, and is endeavour.ng 
| to have the world peace flag in as 
‘many languages as possible before 
taking a step in that direction. 

The finale of the scheme, after it 
has gained recognition, is to place 
the flags in the school rooms of the 
world the meaning of “peace’’ 
may be impressed into the minds of 
| future generations. Accompanying the 
flag is a five verse song, termed ‘The 
Children’s Song of Peace.” 

When the scheme would gain ma- 
tutity, Mr. Dyer has not stated. But 
he believes the next few months

is usually a matter of time. If a 
normal depth eyeball of one inch 
were elongated, as in Myopia, one 
twenty-fifth of an inch, the vision 
would decrease from one hundred per 
cent to about fifteen per cent.

The new value is 
13 miles per second slower than that 
reached by the late Dr. Albert A. 
Michelson in 1927 after he had flash- 
ed light beams with mirrors from 
Mount Wilson to another nearby 
peak.
